The Senate met in regular beááion at 10 a. M., 
Pres dert Manstit-ld in tno chair. 
Roll called aim a quorum present. 
Tne journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
RKPOI1TS. 
Mr. Davis, from the Committee on Education, re­ 
ported back favorably as amended {Senate Hill No. 
354—An Act to amend Section 1017 of the Political 
Code, and to add a new section thereto, relative to 
Boards of Education, etc. 
Mr. DickixuON, from the Committee on Commerce 
and Navigation, reported buck favorably Assembly 
Bill No. 279. 
. 
Mr. Traylor, from the C mn it*ee on Claims, re­ 
ported bock, adversely Senate Bill N". 129— An Act 
to confer jurisdiction on the Superior Courts in cer­ 
tain special ca*es, and Senate Hill No. 370—An Act 
to adjudicate certain claims and provide for the pay­ 
ment of the same. 
Mr. Baker, Iroiu the Committee on Public Build­ 
ings, reported back favorably Sena'e B:ii No. 194— 
An Act to provide for the enlargement of the Slate 
Printing Office, aud for the repairing and painting 
of the building, and favorably, as amended, 
etiate 
Bid No. 275—Au Act to provide for the erection of 
bu ldings and improvements to the Deaf, Dumb and 
Blinu AsylumS. 
. 
THE INSURANCE B LL. 
Mr. J ohnson, pursuant to notice, moved to recon­ 
sider the vote by which the Senate yesterday re­ 
fused to pass Senate Bill No. 13S, relative to insur­ 
ance. He spoke at length infavor of the motion aud in 
favor of the passage of the bill, lie argued that no 
objection was made to it except frotn the agents of 
wildcat companies, who insured people to get their 
money and not to pay losses. 
Tiie roll was called and the motion prevailed by a 
vole of 23 ayes to 11 no. s. 
Tho bid was then made the special order to follow 
the revenue bill*. 
SPECIAL ORDER—TAXATION. 
Tho special order for the hour was Senate Bill No. 
395- An Act to amend Sections 3007, 3017, 3027, 
3025, 3029, 3639, 3 34, 3040, 3043, 3050, 3651, 3652, 
30 3, 3073,3073, 3 79, 3717, 3730, 3752, 3750, 3539, 
and 3:61, and to repeal Sections 36SÚ and 3037 +>f 
an Act entitled an Act t-> establish a Political Code, 
approved March 12,1872, relating to revenue, and 
to add two new sections, numbered 3C64 and 36G5. 
On mot on of Mr. West the Senate decided to take 
up first Assembly Bill No. 494—An Act to amend Sec­ 
tions 3007, 36 7, 3027, 3025, 3629, 303 
3034, 30i0, 
3G43, 3050, 3051, 3052, 3003, 3673, 3678, 3079, 3717, 
3730, 3752, 3750. 3533 and 33ol, and to repeal Sec­ 
tions 30S0 and 3687 of an Act entitled an Act to estab­ 
lish a Political Code, approved March 12,1872, relating 
to revenue, and to add two new sections, numbered 
3004 ami 3*305. 
The bill was considered as m Committee of the 
Wnolo. 
. 
Mr. Baker moved to amend Section 1 by adding 
the word* : “ But no propertyja subject 10 double 
taxation or to be twice charg^fpSr assessed by the 
same tax, whatever be the manner or form into 
which the property or any right, title, interest, 
claim or demand therein or thereto is owned, po*. 
sessed or held.” 
lie spoke in favor of the amend­ 
ment, taking the ground already given in the debates 
on this question again t double taxation. 
Mr. D a v i s moved to amend by adding at the end 
of the section : “ But no property* is subject to 
doub’c taxation or to be twice charged or assessed 
by the same tax. whatever be the manner or furuv 
in which the pr« perty. or any right, title, interest, 
claim or demand therein or thereto is owned, pos­ 
sessed or held. Credits, claims and demands due, 
owing or accruing to bona fide residents of this State 
for or on account of money deposited with any 
savings and loan Corporation organized under the 
laws of this Slate shall, for the purpose» of assess­ 
ment and taxation, be deemed ami treated as an 
interest in the property of such corporation.” 
Mr. Davis spoko at length in favor of his amend­ 
ment, and against double taxation. 
Mr. CBA88 spoke against the amendment, because 
it gave to the Assi ssor the prerogative which be­ 
longed alone to the Legislature. He thought lie 
could show a case where 
ouble taxation would be 
right and just, and gave illustrations to sustain that 
pi«sition. There were cases where double taxation 
would be justifiable. He did not know that there 
was double taxation in the bill, but if there was it 
ought no- tobe left to tho Assessor. 
Mr. West sp *ke against the amendment, taking 
the same ground as on the general discuasion of the 
bill 1 is- week. 
Mr. Wendell held that the amendments were sim­ 
ply adopting the principle of the bill offered by the 
majority of the Committee on Finance and Ways 
ami Means, and spoke against them. 
He was not 
in favor of double taxation, and he held that there 
was no double taxation in the bill as it stood. 
Mr. Davis again spoke in favor of his amendment, 
and replied to he arguments against it. 
Mr. Watson held that if it was not the purpose of 
the minority bill to have double taxation then Lt 
us say so. it could do no harm and would prevent 
double taxation. 
Mr.Satterwhitb opposed the amendments briefly. 
Mr. CONdHtR favored a rleclarstion in the bill 
ngaiust double taxation, because he found that many 
were really favoring the idea of double taxation. 
Mr. H ill opposed the amendment. . 
Hr. Traylor favored the amendment. 
Sir. John60X favored tin- amendmen . 
Fending consideration of the bill the Senate took 
the usual recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 p. M., President 
Mansfield iu the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Mr. Jonxsos introduced a resolution granting the 
Committee on Irrigation, Water Right* and Drain­ 
age lea>e of absence from Friday noon until Monday 
noon, to visit Marysville aud investigate the debrla 
question. 
The resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Davis offered a resolution, which was adopted, 
authorizing t e Sergeant-at-Arms to furnish the 
Stale Superintendent of Public Instruction one 
hundred copies of Senate Bill No. 399. 
Mr. CARLOCK introduced an Act to authorize the 
Board of Trustees of school districts to issue bonds 
to raise money for building purposes and to provide 
for the payment of such bonds. Committee on Ju­ 
diciary. 
TAXATION. 
The Senate resumed consideration cf Assembly 
Bill No. 404. 
Mr. Davis asked leave to amend his amendment 
by striking out the words: “ Whatever be the 
manner or f irm iu which the property, or any right, 
title, interest, claim or demand therein or thereto is 
owned, possessed or held.” 


REMARKS OF MR. SATTERWlIlTK. 
Mr. Satterwiiitr—Mr. President, I said this fore­ 
noon that 1 intended to make some argument upon 
this question, or that I would at some other stage 
of the proceedings 
Aftei consideration, I think 
I had better at tho present time say what 1 have 
to on the subject. The question of double taxation 
is oho we all differ upon—we have our theories. 
'1 he Senator from Yuba says none of us are politi­ 
cal ec.i iomiáts. Well, if we arc not we are begin­ 
ning to be, end perhaps legislating on this question 
may make us political economists befoic we get 
through. 
But as members of this body it is neces­ 
sary for us to make up our minds aud to vote 01 
this subject. The other day in the debate between 
the Senator from Solano and the Senator from Santa 
Clara, Mr. Baker, the Senator fr,»m Santa Clara, 
said that we should do away with all tech 
nicalities a d come down t;> common scr.se. 
Now, Mr. President, the science cf 
political 
economy, and the science of the law is eo union 
sense. There is a difference between cultivated 
common sense and uncultivated common sense. 
There is nothing in the argument of the Senator in 
apjiealing to common sense. 
I would rather take 
the common sense of feir Isaac Newton than to take 
the common sense of the man who has herded his 
flocks upon the plains, and his ancestors a hundred 
years before him. I would rather take the common 
sense of Chief Justice Waite, of the United States 
Supreme Court, than the common sense of a country 
Justice of the Pesco. I consider that there is that 
difference. Now, what is double taxation? I start 
out With the proposition that in society an t un :er 
Government property in its exchange, passing from 
one hand to another, must be twice taxed some­ 
times during the year. Double taxation upon prop­ 
erty, taxing the same property twice in one year, is 
a very different thing from placing a tax twice upon 
an individual 
And right here is the distinction; 
right heie is where all the confusion arises. 
Double 
taxation, in the sense in which these gentlemen ob­ 
ject to it, and in the sense in which it is unjust, is 
when the Government places a heavier burden upon 
one person 
than it docs 
upou 
another 
for 
enjoying the same privilege. 
Then it becomes 
burdensome and unjust, and then it becomes 
double taxation. Now, what is the theory of axa- 
tiou? 
That each person in the Commonwealth 
must contribute his *hare to the support of the gov­ 
ernment. We have under the Federal, the Stale 
and the municipal systems of taxation three kinds. 
First, we have a tax upon the person ; second, a tax 
upon the property ; and third, a tax upon business. 
Now, there are distinctions that run all through the 
system of taxation in this matter, when we came to 
consider the manner of taxation, whether it is upon 
the person, property or business. Now, the taxa­ 
tion upon property, as provided in this bill, is only 
measuring the amount that each individual in this 
State shall pay. 
We assess the property and enroll 
it tó reach the proper amount the person should 
pay, and the raxes we are levy ng here are taxes 
upon the person. Now, as to proof that it is upon 
the persou, I wish to cite some authorities 
and make an illustration. Our laws and the 
laws 
of 
nearly 
every 
State 
provide 
that 
this 
taxation 
of 
property 
to 
the 
person 
must be made to the owner. If you place upon the 
assessment roll a full lescription of the property, 
real and ]iersonal, and then calculate the amount 
that should be paid by the rate levied, I say that the 
a3se86meut roll is incomplete, aud it cannot be re­ 
covered unless you have the name of the person 
upon the assessment roll 
Now our statutes have 
made provisions that if the owner is unknown it 
shall be assessed to an unknown owner. 
But the 
law m*kes thus provision out of necessity. 
The 
primary object is to reach the person, the owner of 
the property, that is protected by the common­ 
wealth aud to measure the amount that he should 
pav. It has been decided iu this State that an as­ 
sessment made not naming the owner is void ; show­ 
ing conclusively that the tax is made upon the 
person or in order to re-ch the person. Our Su­ 
preme Court have said—I read from 13th Cal., page 
617 : “ The term taxation includes al! contributions 
imposed by Government uj>oii individuals for service 
of the State. Tne individual and not the property 
pays the tax. 
The property is resorted to for 
the purpose 
of 
asaettdniug 
the 
amount of 
tax with which each one mi st be charged, and 
for the purpo e of enforcing j-avaunt when the 
owner slum or legally in dc+auit in paying at the 
time stipulated by Law. 
No person i* a taxpayer 
uuiil he has been so declared by the pro¡>er officer. 
The a8.*essmenL mu-t be as certain iu designating 
t*e ptrsou chargeable with the tax at the com- 
meucermnt of the fiscal year as it must be in desig 
Rating the amount t » be charged on tbe property to 
which reference is made for the purp*-se of use r 
tainiog said amount. 
The assessment must be 


made in order to create a liability on the part of the 
individual to pay the lax. 
If no such as.-essmeut be 
made no liability is created. Of course there can be 
no default in discharging th t which has no exist­ 
ence. To authorize the co.lector to sell property to 
enforce the payment of taxes, there must be both a 
legal liability upon the part of the owner to pay the 
taxes and a legal default in making the payment.” 
Noiv, that reasoning conclusively proves that the 
tax is upon the person and not upon the property. 
It has been decided in this State that to make an as­ 
sessment to the heirs of John Smith, deceased, is 
void, because you do not designate the person who 
is charge with the taxes. These laws do nut wish 
to reach the property. If it were the intention to 
reach the property, certainly no Court would ever 
pronounce such an assessment void. It has been 
decided that an assessment to the estate of John 
Smith, deceased, is void for the same reason, because 
you do^ not desiguate the person charged with the 
tax. Now, doy.» i want a iy mare evidence to show 
that it is the intention of this State to reach the 
person and not the property — why the State per­ 
mits this property to go untouched, untaxed, to 
nay no share during the fiscal year, uni css you name 
or designate the person ? 
m this bill it is provi ‘ed that the stock shall be 
assessed to the corporation. 
Now, sir, upon the 
argument that I have been following out 1 very 
strongly doubt wh.ther, if you assess property to 
the wrong owner, when you know who the right 
ownet is, you can collect it® m o t. The law has 
said that if you know the owner he must be as­ 
sessed, and if you cannot find out who the owner is 
you may assess it to an unkn wd own r. But I say 
that u-der the laws if you assess property to a cor­ 
poration when you know that the corporation docs 
not owp the property, I do not believe you can col­ 
lect it—at least, I have a very strong doubt c f it. 
To illustrate. The w ife has an inte» est iu the home­ 
stead 
as 
declared by our statute. 
The law 
provides 
that 
the 
homestead 
cannot he 
charged 
or 
incumbered 
without 
the signa­ 
ture* 
of 
th • 
huib md 
and 
the' wife. 
The 
husband has the legal title 
i\ow, if you assess the 
homestead to the wife and leave out*the husband, 
when the statute says pr *pertyvmu8t be hsse9i?ed to 
the owner, could you enforce that tax? Euppose 
the Assessor, to-day, in n;y county, assesses my lot, 
upon which I live, by mistake—which I will say 
happened last year. 
If I r fuse to pay that tax, or 
at least I take no notice of it and do not pay it, the 
Collector sells the real estate to John Mnith, as 
assessed, who docs not own it. 1 can sit by and see 
that property sold and the man w ho gets his deed 
cannot put me • ff it, because it has not been as­ 
sisted to mo; it has not been charged to me. 
Therefore the law points out the necessity of reach­ 
ing the person, and finding < ir tbe person who 
ehould pay the tax. It is not the property that the 
títate is seeking for, nor the property that the State 
is intending to reach. Another reason that the bill 
we are passing now, and our system of Statu 
taxtien is upon the person and not the prop­ 
erty, is this: By the assessment you create 
a legal liability upon tho person. Now, if the State 
intended o ly to reach tne property, why creates 
personal liability under the assessment? We place 
a lien upon the property, it is very true, in order to 
secure the payment from the person and make him 
know that ho must pay it in order to relieve his 
property, but we also create a legal liability and a 
l*ersonal liability, and prove very conclusively that 
we arc reaching the jierson and not the property ; 
reaching the person for the benefit* and the advan­ 
tages and the protection that ho receives under the 
tílate Government un I jinder the common wealth. 
aow I have made these comments upon the subjec 
of assessing the property to tbe person, let us look 
at 
the 
principle 
of 
taxing 
the 
property. 
Wo have h >1 in our Federal and State systems, es­ 
pecially in the Federal system, to reach the prop­ 
erty and not the person. Now, here is a great dis­ 
tinction, and lure is where exists ail the c nfusion 
upon this subject of double taxation. Our impost 
duties, our customs dues, are made by the Federal 
Government. These laws are made by Congress to 
reach property, such as silks and wine and a thou­ 
sand other articles that come into the country. 
Now, I say this, that when we levy a tax upon prop­ 
erty it affects the price of the property. 
When we 
levy 
a 
tax 
upon 
the 
person 
it 
does 
not 
affect 
the 
property. 
When 
we 
lay 
a 
tax 
upon 
silk 
or 
an 
impost duty on 
silk 
or 
wine, 
the 
man 
who 
imports 
it 
does no*, pay the tax. TTe pays it in the first in­ 
stance, but the whole community pays Hie tax upon 
the prop rty in its advanced price, and the tax 
affects the propei tv, not the person. So when Sen­ 
ators talk to me about technical distinctions and 
nonsensical distinctions, I say these distinctions arc 
as broa»! as the atmosphere itself. Now upon this 
subject of taxing property, it has been decided that 
ine títate may tax this silk and wine after 
it is broken up into small parcels, 
but 
it 
cannot tax it in its original bulk as it comes 
from 
the foreign country. 
There are several 
reasons for this. The Federal Government in the 
first instance lays a tax ’ip+ n it. if the States were to 
levy another tax upon this property they would in the 
first place interfere with that power of the Federal 
Government, and they would furthermore place a 
double tax ujion the property, and the Courts say 
this is unjust. 
Double taxation is unjust, and in 
this instance it is levying a heavier contribution 
upon the country—for the Federal Government to 
place au impost duty upon it, and for the títate into 
which it comes to place another duty upon it. The 
Supreme Court of the United States, however, have 
made this distinction, that if the property is broken 
up from its original bulk, and divided, then it may 
bo taxed by the State. Now wc have, as I stated 
a while ago,, a tax upon business. Now I sav 
that a tax upon business is not upon the person ; a 
tax upon business is these license taxes. And what 
do we have? A man who is in business pajs a tax 
to the tí atii, the amount according to the amount 
sold. One man may do a business upon a street 
c rnc-r, and in the sam« business is another < i« the 
adjoining corner, and yet he n»pyi- y a hur. *—ti 
tunes more than his neighbor; why? Beca ase it is 
on the amount that he sells. I say that his paying 
more than his neighbor is not double taxatiap, be­ 
cause it is a tax upon the business and not upj-n the 
person ; and he mokes the community pay tho tax, 
be makes bis customers pay the tax, and the whole 
count iy pays it; it is not the person who pays it. 
s.» I cóme to the original propusitiuq that I laid 
down—that the tax is only double when you make 
the sumo person pay twice iu m,c year* upon the 
same property, and unless you place a heavier bur­ 
den upon one man for tho same privilege than you 
place upon another. The distinction is broad This 
subject has been pas.-ed upon twice by our Supreme 
Court—I think the best reasoning that we have on 
this subject. They have sai» that a tax upo i a 
mortgage, taxed to one person, and a tax upon the 
land, i« not double taxation, when you place the tax 
upon the person. Now, to follow out that reason­ 
ing, what arc another 
mau's taxes to me? 
What 
do 
I 
care 
about 
the 
burdens 
you 
may place upon him. I have no right to com plain, un­ 
less placing the but den upon him, places the burden 
upon inc or upon the property. 
When you place 
the burden upon the property you affect me, even 
if the property is not mine, as in the instance I 
have cited in the Federal taxation. And I say if 
this prop rty is twirc taxed in the saino year,*ai d 
it does not effect me and its prio**, I have no right 
to complain. 
We can all complain of tho tariff ;, 
why ? Because it afT-cts our p-ckets, it affects our 
living, it :iffect9 our appetite, it affects our apparel. 
We can djess finely or coarsely, as your tariff i* made. 
We can drink 
lager liter or champagne, ac­ 
cording 
as 
your 
tariff is 
h bt 
or heavy. 
But when you‘assess a horse to the Senator from 
Colusa at o c time, and he exchanges the horse to 
me, and during the assess ► ent year 1 am r-sscssed 
for the same horse, unless it affects the price of the 
horse he nor 1 have no right to complain of that 
double taxation. 1 admit that it is taxing the same 
property twice in one year. 
Under the rules of so­ 
ciety, under the complicated forms of government, 
this must happen, anti will happen as long as man is 
civilized ; and when you attempt to get into any 
other rule, when you attempt to establish any other 
system, you get into greater confusion and greater 
complications than to follow this rule. Look at 
these bills, in trying to mike distinctions, relieving 
thi* a d that in order to prevent the assessment of 
the same property twice the same yea *. You com­ 
pile .te the matter and contuse the matter. 'J he old 
rule is the plainer, and it we were to follcw it there 
would be no difficulty. And I say righ t here, that 
all this confusion arises from certain interests in 
civilized government attempting to escape taxation. 
Now, Mr. President, we have had a good deal of 
ta‘k about savings banks. This amendment is to 
relieve the 
depositors they eav. 
tn the first 
place 
I 
deny 
that 
the 
savings 
banks 
of 
these 
da} s 
arc 
the 
institutions 
of 
the 
poor man or the man of small means. A poor man 
may place $100 or $500 or 81,000 in a savings bank, 
aud what does he get ? He gets in return $7 or $S 
on the $100 in a year. What does it amount to to 
him ? I say that it is placing accumulated capital 
in the hands of a few men that gives them a great 
financial control of the country, and as far as 1 am 
concerned I am r.ot such an admirer of the system. 
I say that it creates, in the first place, a fund*where 
men can easily borrow, and when men can easily 
burrow and mortgage their home* they will do so 
and go into speculations and bankruptcy. T^c result 
is that it gives an evil to the country, or creates an 
evil that we would not otherwise have, if the poor 
man, with his $100, $500 or $1,000. would keep his 
money and improve his farm, or do something else 
with it. Now, what would be the effect under this 
amen imcnt ? I do no* wish to bo driven into an 
argument to admit that these savings banks are 
such splendid and benevolent institutions. 1 deny 
the proposition. And I say that when the Bank 
Commissioners or anybody else say that they are 
the 
institutions 
of 
tho 
poor, 
that 
I 
do 
not 
accede 
to 
tbe 
truth 
of 
tho 
remark. 
The deposit r comes in here, and according to tbe 
proposed amendment to this bill you relievo him 
from taxation. I say that it will g vc every man in 
the country an incentive to place liis money in a 
savings bank. And what would the savings bank 
do with it? Why, sir, they would build themselves 
up ; they would make three times more money out 
of $100 than the man himself would receive from the 
bank. As 1 said before, it gives tr.em financial power; 
they can crush tbe merchant aud the farmer, 
and 
in 
all 
tbe 
business 
complications 
of 
the 
country 
they 
aro 
masters 
of 
the 
situation. Not only that, it gives them a political 
power. 
It not only places in their hands a m< nop- 
Oiy of the financial and commercial business of the 
country, but it places in their hands a grand politi­ 
cal power. Why, in the last election it was said 
that the Hibernia Bank itself controlled two thou­ 
sand votes against the new Constitution. Do we 
want to huiid up s ;ch institutions that they may 
use such great political power in the State—such 
great political power over the people that they can 
throw 1,000 or 2,000 votes to the one side or the 
other ? I say that it is not good State policy to do 
anything 
of 
the 
kind, and 
rather 
than 
encourage 
these 
things 
they 
should 
be 
discouraged. 
Now, 
there was 
a 
subject I 
wanted 
to 
talk 
about. 
I 
might 
just 
as 
well talk about here as any other place; that is, 
tbe subject of assessi g the corporation and its 
6hares. 
I bring it in for tbe purpose of illustrating 
the principles of double taxation. As I am on the 
aubjevt of double taxation, I will proceed. I say 
that tbe tangible property of corporations—that is, 
the capital block paia in and invented—is different 
property from the certificates or shares held by the 
shareholders. The capita’ is paid un, the corpora­ 
tion takes the money and invests it. Each s ock- 
holder has his pi ce of jrtper-the representative of 
value. 
It is the representative of value like a note' 
or a check. Now, a note is only a represe ta- 
tive of value 
It depends upon the solvency 
of the man who owes the note, and it depends 
upon tbe amount 
of property 
that he has. 
I fact, x ou may say it is :i part of tbe propei tv, and 
the holde of the note has ju*t so much interest in 
the man’s Ian s wno owes it. Nqw, no man will say 
tuat i be person who has got the note does not own 
it. 1 say, therefore, that the corporation that has 


issued the certificates < f shares does not own the 
shares, it is a representative of value, just like a 
note or*check. 
Therefore it is different property. 
I* the note that I give to my neighbor the same 
property as my homestead, ray library, or my land? 
i sav that the certificate is no more a part of the 
corp<^ration's property t han trio note is a part of my 
tangible property. 
The distinct mu between an 
artificial 
person 
created 
by 
law 
ai.d 
the 
natural person is just as great as the distinction be­ 
tween one uatural person and another, and it exists 
inlaw. The distinction is so wjde that it cannot be 
disputed, nor can it be argued around. You cannot 
get out of it. 
T e certificate can be sold, or it can 
be transferred. It is pr operty, not tbe evidence of 
the title, like the deed, for your j lace 
Now, what 
is the distinction ? The majority of the committee 
conic in here and tell us that it is like a deed -th at 
it shows a man’s interest in the property. 
I say 
that a deed is nothing more than a muniment of 
title, that it is only evidence of title, while the cer­ 
tificate of itself is a representative of value. The 
holder of a certificate cannot enter into the posses­ 
sion of the property of the corporation. 
His action 
is against the Directors p* rsonally. Say there is no 
distinction. 
I tell you that these distinctions are as 
broad in the law as distinctions in all other tax* «, 
and it won’t do to try aud destroy these distinctions. 
But 
1 
come 
down 
further, and 
Bay 
that if the certificate is the same property that 
it represents we tax it to different persons, and 
therefore it is not double taxation. For the sake of 
the argument I will admit «hat the certificate is t* e 
Lame property, but if it is the same property we as­ 
sess it to a different individual- at least that i* my 
theory, and 1 propose to carrv it out. 
I introduced 
a bill here earn ing out that theory at the beginning 
of tho session. If it is the same property and is as- 
sewed to a different person it is not double taxation. 
You assess all the property of the corporation to the 
cor|K>ration itself and the stock to the shareholder. 
\\ lion you do this I say that you get rid of all these 
complications on the subject ot double taxation; 
you wipe out the confusion and the course is as 
clear os the nose on a man’s face, tío you must 
deny both proposition? before you can reach the con­ 
clusion that it is double taxation to tax the property 
to the corporation and the stock P* the shareholder. 
Now, some, say : “ Why, who compose the corpora­ 
tion? Don’t the stockholders compose the cor­ 
poration ; and if you assess the 
stockholder 
and 
the 
corporation 
too, 
it 
is 
double 
taxation, of course.” Well, now, let us see. A 
corporation, as we all know, can sue and be sued. 
It has perpetuil succession, something that does 
not exist with natural persons. To all intents aud 
purp les, for commerce and riie relations in society, 
aud under govcrununt, the distinction exist*, ami 
if we deny tne distinction in taxation then wc must 
dei y the distinction everywhere, aud allow the Di­ 
rectors and the stockholders to bring suits in their 
own names and not under the name which they can 
sue 
in 
the 
Courts. We must deny 
them 
perpetual 
succession. 
If 
you 
deny 
this 
distinction in corporations, if you wish to relieve a 
corporation by this distinction from taxation, then 
why not wipe out the other distinction and give 
them ik> other privilege?. 
If they have more priv­ 
ileges than natural persons let them contribute* their 
proportion to the Government. 
There has been a good deal said about the theory 
of the Constitution. 
1 take the broad ground, and 
I do not deny and never have attempted to deny, 
that 
the Constitution itsedf provide:; a differ­ 
ent 
theory 
tor 
«he taxation 
of 
a 
nat­ 
ural 
person 
under 
some 
circumstances 
than the taxation of a corporation. And how did 
I roach that conclusion ? And I say it is just, Slid 
1 believe 1 cuu prove that it is just. 
Wc all recol­ 
lect that when the Constitutio a! Convention as­ 
sembled that it is true that corporations were rather 
unpopular. There seemed to bis an intent to make 
a raid upon corporations, but the raid did not go as 
f»r as some men feared it would go. It was not 
necessary to go any furiher than the Convention did 
go. Some of its particular members perhaps would 
have done so, but the good sense and state man- 
ship of a majority of that Convention gave us 
the Constitution in its present form. 
Now the 
Constitution-says that where tbe owner of land gives 
a mortgage to his neighbor that the mortgage, for 
the purposes of taxation, shall be considered an in­ 
terest in the land, and the amount of the mortgage 
shall be deducted from the land. The Constitution 
further says that debts owing to bona fide residents 
of this títa emav he deducted from a man’s assess­ 
ment. Now where the Constitution provides that 
franchises and stocks of corpora ions shall be as­ 
sessed, they do not provide for any rebate ; they d > 
not provide for any subtraction of the amount of 
stock from the property of the corporation. Fur­ 
thermore, the Constitution says: “ A mortgage, 
deed of trust, contract, or other obligation by which 
a debt is secured, shall, for the purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation, be deemed and treated as an in 
terest iu the property affected tlfereby. 
Exceptas 
to railroad and other quasi pub ic corporations, in 
case or debts so secured, the value of the property 
affected by such mortgage, deed of trust, contract or 
obligation, less the value of such security, shall be 
assessed and taxed to tbe owner of the property 
and the value of such security shall be assessed and 
taxed to the owner thereof, in the county, city or 
district in which the property affected thereby is 
situate.” “ Railroad and other quasi-public cor-* 
p.(rations.” Now I say that the framers of the 
Constitution, if they had intend J the deductions 
made by this minority bill even, ns provided in bee- 
tiou 8, or if they had intended the deductions pro­ 
posed by the penning amendment, they would 
unmistakably have said so. But they d d not say 
so, and I say it is not the theory of the Constitution 
that it should be do»»e. Now it is said that the t x- 
ation of corporations in any other manner from 
what you do an individual is unjust. W ell, I do not 
believe it, 
and I will tell you 
why. 
From 
the 
days of 
tho 
formation 
of 
corporations 
E gland, doing 
business by aud through 
nwrurion i ro been 
■i»«r»llv pndPable. Why, 
sir, the kings 01i ! queens and móuarchs of England, 
when Jie.v gitwife-U a specii+i el.aj itr to indi, iduals 
to eider into su li a business, always retained to 
themselves a juirt of the profits oi the concern ; 
and people in hose days were very glad to get a 
charter at those lates. Aud such a practice has 
come down to the present day. A tax has been 
levied upon corporations for the privilege of doing 
business in that kiud "f way. For instance, in Ken­ 
tucky to-daj a tax of 50 cents upon every $100-sharc 
is levied, to be paid into the títate treasury. What 
is that ? lt is a tax on tbe franchise; it is a*tax upon 
the existence of the corporation ; it is a Tax for the 
privilege of being a corpor-tion. 
It perhaps is 
small, comparatlveiv, but it admits the principle. 
We have in tbe States of Delaware, Rhode Island 
and some other títate?, laws that certain corpora­ 
tions shall pn} to the State a c- rtain per cent, of 
their gross earnings annua’Iy. What is that ? W in, 
it is a tax u}M»n the franchise; it is a tax upon the 
privilege of doing business as a corporation. 
We have iu our Constitution to-day a provirion 
that au income tax may be laid upon persons, or 
corporation , or either. 
We can levy au income 
tux upon a corporation and not upon the person. 
The Senator from Sacramento himseb, this morn­ 
ing, in defending tho insurance bills, gave as one of 
the reasons why he is in favor of it, that it levies 
an income tax upon insurance* corporations. Now, 
1 do not hear he is in favor of levying an income 
tax ui>ou persons who have an income of $5,000 and 
over. 
Mr. JoilXSON—The Senator will remember that 
I expressed myself in favor of au income tax 1 ist 
Fi iday, and also that i proposed an income tax in 
the committee aud it was voted down. 
Mr. S atterw iiitr—That is what I am drivi gat. 
The Constitution provides for au income tax, and 
the Sen .tor bays it is not unjust. 
I say it is double 
taxation, in the sense that the gentlemen define the 
expression “ double taxation.” I am in favor of it, 
ncvcrtbless. 
It is the theory of the Constitution. 1 
say that the Constitution permits the Legislature to 
levy h different tax upon corporations than it docs 
upon individuals, when it comes to an income tax. 
Mr. Baker—Do you believa that the Constitution 
provides for or permits double taxation? 
Mr. Saiierwhite -»rit permits double taxation of 
property the same year—yes, I do. It permits the 
taxation of tbe same pro; erty twice the áawc year, 
but not to the same person. Now, another r*.utí(.n 
why the Confetitution is ju*t when it says a d fferent 
tax* may be Ic\ied upon corporations than upon in­ 
dividuals. 
I say the corporations have greater priv­ 
ileges than the persons. Having greater privileges 
than natural persons, it is right that this títate 
should make them contribute more. What are 
these privileges? 
One is perpetual succession. 
What did the Governor of this State say when he 
was canvassing this títate ? He said that his part­ 
nership in runningYteainshipe formed a con>oration 
for convenience—because if one died ifwoulo not 
be necessary that his estate should go into the 
Probate Court; that the corporation would save his 
estate from going into the Probate Court, and the 
business could go on. There is one convenience. 
Here is one great benefit and a great advantage that 
the corporations have. That is not a ll; that is only- 
one of the smallest. What is the other ? The other 
is the part of the sovereignty of the State itself— 
the right of eminent donr-iu: the coiporation can 
take my property for its use. 
No other power on 
earth but the sovereignty of the State can take my 
prop rtv for its use. There is no man in the State 
of California can come up to me and say I have got 
to sell my propertj to him at its appraised value. 
The corporation, for the purposes of the business iu 
which it is engaged, may exercise the right of em­ 
inent domain—One of the powers of sovereignty 
Pself. Having these great powers and these grca 
Í 
irivileges, 
1 
fay 
that 
it 
is 
nothing but 
ust 
and 
right 
that 
they 
should 
be 
taxed differing from a natural person, and how can 
you avoid the distinction ? Give us tbe privileges 
that the corporations have aud then you destroy the 
distinction and your argument is good. Then do 
not talk to mo about unjust taxation. Hold the 
corporations down to the same rule that you do the 
individual person. The argument won’t last. 'I he 
Constitution under which we are now acting cannot 
be successfully attacked upon that principle. To u?e 
the language of the Governor of this State, they are 
able to stand it. 
What does be say ? Why, the gen­ 
tleman savs. that you must not, because one man 
is more able to stand taxation than another, 
you should 
not bea > 
it 
upon him. 
The 
Governor himself says we should levy an income 
tax upon persons having an income exceeding $5.000. 
Why? Because they are able to stand it. I agree 
with the Governor; they are able to stand it. The 
Governor is right. It is good doctrine. It is the 
doctrine of the Constitution. Now I acknowledge, 
Mr. President, that it is perhaps the study of a lifr 
time for a man to become expert on this subject of 
revenue and taxation. 
I acknowledge that we all 
have crude ideas about them. Perhaps none of our 
theories are exactly just. But as excuse for arguing 
this question at all, for advancing my ideas upon it 
at all, I will s»t that, as we are here, it is our duty 
to handle this question, vote upon it, and every 
member of this body must do the best that he can. 
1 will therefore say no more. 
Mr. Nbumaxx spoke in fa or of the amendment 
and denounctd double taxation, and against the 
taxation of stocks. 
Mr. Ktax opposed the amendment and had read 
the following amendment, which he desired to intro­ 
duce when in order : A< d to Section 1 the follow­ 
ing • “ But no person, company or corporation shall 
be twice assessed on tbe same property for the same 
tax in any one year.” 
Mr. Esos did not agree with the whole bill as it 
came from the Assembly, but be hoped the first sec 
tion would be adopted without any amendment. He 
was opposed to double taxation, but it w«s not 
necessary to place such a declaration in the law.

. Mr. J ohnson spoke in favor of the ameudmrnt 
offered by Mr. Davie. This sraen+Jmrnt was simply 
a que tion of the taxation of savings banks. Tho 
question 
was 
whether 
they 
would tnx 
tin 
mmi y to the bank and then tax ¡4 again to«ihe de- 
po«Uor. 
He behoved that to be double taxation.

A sweet gum, of the 
consistency of cold molasses, exuded from 
the stalks, and became hardened and erys- 
tall'Zed in the sun, forming lumps of sugar. 
The cane and the sugar are known among 
the Piutes as pe/tarcee. 
Doby John says 
the Indians sometimes crushed the stalks 
between two stones, and, by twisting tl ein 
like a ropo, squeezed ont the juice, which 
they caught in baskets. 
Tbe juice wa3 
then allowed to remain exposed iu tiie open 
air until it thickened, after which it was 
put away to he used when required. 
As 
the evaporation iu this climate in the sum­ 
mer season is greater, perhaps, than in any 
other part of the country, except Arizona, 
the paste hardened in a few days and could 
be packed away like dried venison. 


The Truekce Rejmblitari gives the fol­ 
lowing account of a wonderlul horse : The 
loose snow drifts deeply between Truckee 
and Sierraville. 
The mail is carried tri­ 
weekly, hcncc the road has to be traveled 
one way each day. 
During the heavy 
winter weather the sleigh which carries 
the mail is drawn by three horses driven 
tandem. 
By this means a single broad 
rath is beaten in the middle of the ruaci'. 
When the storms arc raging it is necessary 
to carry the mail on horseback. 
Its aver­ 
age weight is from 100 to 150 pounds each 
trip. 
The mail-ba-s arc strapped ou two 
horses which are led by the driver, Sol 
Rosseau, who rides a third hone. A fourth 
horse, with only a lialter on, is turned 
loose to break the snow. 
This horse is 
kept for this sole purpose and is celled 
“ the snow-breaker. ’ 
For six winters tfeis 
animal has traveled the Sierra valley road. 
Turned loo6c at either Truckee or Sierra­ 
ville, he will s*-t out on his dreary journey. 
The winds obliterate every trace of the 
narrow path, but with uiarvelojs instinct 
the horse' follows its every turn and 
winding. 
Sometimes 
tho 
huge 
drifia 
bewilder him for a moment, and mhsing 
the hard beaten path he sinks out of sight 
in the loose snow. 
Out of sight is u-ed 
quite literally, for it frequently occurs th a t 
his body is completely covered, and his 
bead alone is above the surface. 
If he- 
knows on which side the trail lies he will 
plunge and struggle to regain his foothold. 
If, as sometimes occurs, he is confuted as 
to the proper direction, he possesses the 
wonderful instinct of keeping perfectly 
quiet until the driver dismounts from his 
horse and comes forw ard to point out the 
road. 
By means of a long stick the driver 
finds the trail, and beating a path for a ftw 
feet in front of the discomfited snow- 
brcaker, spfaks an encouraging word to 
the poor animal. 
Every nerve and muscle 
is immediately strained to regain the lori 
path, and tbe horse again resumes his ta-k 
as guide. This saow-breaker seems to pos­ 
sess an almost human intelligence. N either 
darkness nor storms ever daunt him o:* 
cause him to be misled more than a few 
feet. 
When in doubt he will take bttlc 
sh"rt steps, scarcely fix inches in length, 
and each foot foels for the hard h’catcn ledge 
which forms the path.

T he U nited S tates Suprem e C ourt has 
ju s t decided a very im portant case, involv­ 
in g th e right of S tate Courts to exclude 
colored citizens from juries. 
The Court 
holds th a t no such au th o rity resides in any 
S ta te C ourt, and th a t whoever undertakes 
to exercise it is liable to punishm ent, and 
cannot be protected by the State. 
The 
practice of excluding negroes fiom juries 
has been common in th e Southern States, 
an d its unconstitutiona’ity is now for the 
first tim e authoritatively declared. 
The 
S outhern C ourts have m aintained th a t the 
discrim ination prac'.icgd in these cases was 
one of the reserved rights of th e States, 
b u t it is evident th a t the doctrine of re­ 
served rig h ts w ould very soon have car­ 
ried them back into th e restoration of 
slavery, since it could have been m ale 
to cover and excuse any and every de­ 
privation of cqcal rights applied to the 
freedm an. 
I t was absolutely necessary 
th a t w hatever pretended S tate rights in­ 
terfered w ith th e full enfranchisem ent of 
th e negro should be abrogated. 
The as­ 
sum ption of a right fo discrim inate be­ 
tw een black and w hite citizens in the 
relation of jurors involves the assum ption 
of th e same rig h t of discrim ination in 
a n y or all th e relations of life. 
The 
F ederal G overnm ent canuot perm it the 
se ttin g u p of r. claim on the p art of a 
S ta te to subject any p a rt of th e citizens 
o f one common country fo special depri­ 
vations. 
I t m ust uphold the principle of 
equal rights upon w hich the freedom of 
th e citizen depends. 
To refuse th is pro­ 
tectio n w ould be to abandon th e w eak to 
th e oppression of th e stro n g ; to encour­ 
age proscription and discrim ination ; and 
to 
pave 
th e w ay for 
the re enslave­ 
m ent 
of 
th e 
negroes 
throughout 
the 
S outh. 
Em ancipation 
having 
been 
once 
decided 
upon, 
all 
th a t 
it 
involves follows necessarily. 
I t is impos­ 
sib le to allow th e retention of any invidi­ 
ous legialation against th e n- 
-made 
citizens. 
They m ust enjoy > • 
ly the 
sam e m easure of liberty posses v.i uy th eir 
w hite fellow-citizens, or they are not really 
* n d tru ly free. 
T here is, therefore, n oth­ 
in g rem arkable in this decision of th e Su­ 
prem e Court. 
Iu th e nature of the situ a­ 
tio n it was inevitable. 
The South never 
had any ground for anticipating any other 
ju d g m en t from th e C ourt, and it is as idle 
for D em ocrats to object to it as it would be 
for them to fall foul of em ancipation itself 
a t th is late day. 
The clearing aw ay of all 
th e Obstacles w hich a slow ly-dying race 
prejudice p n t in th e p a th of the Southern 
colored people was a d u ty of the Federal 


G overnm ent as binding as any of its m ost 
solem n obligations.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


E ds. R ecobd-U nion : 
I have carefully 
perused your article touching the relation 
between the city and the adjacent country 
south iu m atters of drainage. Iu my opinion 
your paper but im perfectly compiehends the 
real situation, and I believe property-owners 
in the city wiil draw conclusions from yotir 
representations th at will be unjust to country 
property-owners. 
The people in the districts outside the city 
take a i.iffqrent view of the n atter, and after 
liaviDg studied the m atter for two years, dur­ 
ing Wuich time I have personally investiga­ 
ted the diainage canal, foot by foot, from 
the city to its southern terminus, I believe 
the outside property-owners wiil be justified 
iu resisting every effort the city may make to 
levy any contribution on them. 
The course taken by tiie canal is not the 
natural outlet for water from this city. 
Sac­ 
ramento has turned her drainage through the 
high ridge ex tending souih from the City Ceme­ 
tery, and in the absence of a canal constructed 
through to tide water, with high artificial 
banks, would necee nr.rily deluge some of the 
out.-Me property. 
The canal, as originally 
constructed, was very imperfect. 
I t Bimply 
served to do a great deal of injury to property 
in the Pocket, while it afforded but a poor re­ 
lief to the city. 
W hile prior to 1808—the 
year of the construction uf tiie canal—the 
land in the Pocket was annually in a high 
state of cultivation, with houses and roads 
interspersed, where now there is an impene­ 
trable mass of tules, and profitable to its 
owners, the partial completion of the canal 
to th at point is the commencement of a long 
series of disastrous years. 
The truth of this 
can be established beyond controversy by the 
evidence of many citizens who were cognizant 
t'f the value of land in tin? Pocket a t that 
time, as well as by the testimony of thirty or 
forty owners, who have battled with the 
greatly-increased and facilitated flow of water 
in rainy seasons. 
Now, if these are the facts 
of this case, it is only just th at the city bear 
the whole burden of carrj’ing off the water 
th at flows down the canal to the Pocket. No 
water flows from the lands in the Pocket into 
the canal, and therefore, as a means of drain­ 
age, it is of no value to those lands, and in­ 
deed it does not drain any land in D istrict 
No. 1, with tl.e exception of a few acres on 
Willow slough. 
B ut another, and as many 
think, a serious aspect of the m atter is this : 
Instead of proving to be a benefit, as the City 
Trustees allege, the canal, unless the city car­ 
ries the work forward to Snodgrass slough, 
will pro"e the greatest di-aster to the low 
lauds south of this city. 
I t Í3 well known to 
those interested on both sides th at the canal 
runs into SutterviUe lake a t the north end, 
and its continuation begins again at the south 
end of the lake. 
The city has not taken any 
steps toward building up the natural bank of 
the lake so as to prevent the lake from over­ 
flowing the low lands, as it is very likely 
to do in extreme 
high water. 
Again, 
where the canal is continued from the 
south end of Sutteiville there is a depression 
in the land through which it extends. 
Now 
it is clear th at the city has not excavated, 
and she did not need to excavate ss much soil 
from a depressed place as from a higher point. 
The consequence is th at everywhere else «he 
has constructed a canal capable of carrying 
three times the quantity of water th at it will 
contain at this depressed point. 
The effect 
will be th at in high w ater it will overflow at 
this point to the destruction of the low lan d s; 
and the canal, havli g been deepened and 
widened and the banks raised from Beach’s 
lake up to the Pocket, and no canal having 
been constructed beyond Beach’s, when, in 
rainy seasons, that lake fills beyond its natural 
capacity, as it frequently does, it will flow np 
the canal and em pty itself into the low land. 
Between having facilitated the flow down on 
to and up against those lands from the oppo­ 
site direction, I subm it th at there is nothing 
due this city from D istrict No. 1. 
I think a 
spirit of fairness will prevail.

The P ulil'e I.iimis III!!. 


N ew Y o r k , M arch 21.—Fuller details are 
given uf Powell’s m inority report on Public 
Lands, published this morning. 
Powell sug­ 
gests several im port m l amendm ents affect­ 
ing the disposal o f pasturage ami mineral 
1 mds. 
F irst of these is a- follows : 
Iu lauds 
patented under the provisions of this chapter 
all subterranean m ining property and lid o s 
for m ining purposes are hereby rt served from 
surface property and right- for pasturage pur­ 
poses, and whenever surface property and 
rights for pasturage pnrpo-es to any tract of 
land have passed from the Governm ent under 
the provisions of this Act, subterranean prop­ 
erty and rights for mining purposes therein 
may be acquired under the provisions of 
Chapter N il. of this Act, etc. 
I t is also recommended th at every patent 
issued for pasturase lend shall contain tiie 
following clause ; Except and excluding from 
these presents all 
subterranean property 
rights in any mine of gold, silver, cinnabar, 
lead, tin, copper, coal, iron or other valuable 
mineral deposit, and property conveyed in 
this patent sh all he subservient to casements 
necessary for discovering and working mines 
therein, etc. 
In all patents for mineral lands it is recom­ 
mended th at there be inserted a clause ex­ 
cluding all surface property rights, with the 
proviso ' 1 th at there shall be dom inant in 
property conveyed easements on the surface 
propel ty necessary for the discovering and 
working mines therein.” 
In support of there amendm ents to the 
bill prepared by the Commission, l’owell 
uses the following language ; “ A bout one- 
lii'lf of ail the lauds in the western portion 
of the U nited States, bearing gold, silver 
and other ores of like geological occurrence, 
are covered with forests, and iience are both 
tim ber aud m ineral lands. 
Provision has 
been made in the tentative bill for the sale of 
timber, th at the fee of the laml is to remain 
in tiie Government, and such lands ate to be 
held free to exploration ami acquirem ent of 
title as mineral lands.” 
The other half of these mineral lands are 
pasturage lands. 
I t is believed th at the en­ 
actm ent of a pasturage law, as recommended 
by tiie Commission, w ithout the amendm ent 
above indicated, would result in passing a 
large amount of mineral lands into the hands 
of jieople engaged in pasturage industries, and 
thus the mining industry of the country would 
he greatly retarded. 
A pasturage homestead 
is necessarily very large, and if it is given to 
the settler he should not consider it a hard­ 
ship if mines contained therein aie severed 
from his ownership. 
I t is believed th at at 
least muety-iiine-oue-liundrédths of all the 
goal lauds of tiie western poitlon of the Uni 
ted States are situated in lands lielonging to 
the class designated iu the tentative tall as 
pasturage lands. 
I t lias been recommended 
th at coal lauds be sold at $10 per acre, but iu 
the i ’rsturage Homestead A ct titles can be 
acquired to four sections of pasturage lands 
at a nominal price, and such lands m ight aud 
will be defined properly as m ineral lands - 
th at is, they would contain beds of coal of 
commercial value. 
The Pasturage Home­ 
stead Act, w ithout the amendment» proposed, 
would defeat the mea.-mb designed to secure 
the sale of coal lands a t $10 per acre. 
T ariff M atter*. 
W ashington, M arch 2d. — The

The 
Czar's 
Anniversary—E nthusiastic 
Celebration. 
S t. P e t e r s b u r g , M arch 2d.—1The .city is 
gayiy decorated, and the day is being ob­ 
served as a general holiday in honor of "the 
tw enty filth anniversary of th e. Czar’s acces­ 
sion. 
A t 30 this morning vast crowds as­ 
sembled befóte tiie W inter Palace. 
Troops 
were massed in tiie central quadrangle cf the 
palace and immediate vicinity. 
'Ihe Czar 
appeared on the balcony of the palace for 
tw enty minute», saluting the m ultitude, amid 
great enthusiasm. 
Members of the Council 
of the Empire, including the I hancellor, 
Prince Gortschakotf, at half-past 11 went to 
the W inter Paine • and presented a congratu­ 
latory .address. 
Decrees have been published 
granting pardons to prisoner», rem itting ar­ 
rears of taxes owing by the rural population, 
and awarding orders of distinction. 
The 
Official Messenger publishes a letter from Em ­ 
peror W illiam, countersigned by Bismarck, 
congratulating the Czar in term s of warm 
and earnest friendship on the tw enty-fifth 
anniversary of bis accession, and on his es­ 
cape from injury by the recent explosion in 
the W inter Palace. 
The Em peror expresses 
his gratificati. n that the friendship which 
united their fathers ha» been maintained, a rd 
has confidence that it wiil continue uu- 
changed to the end of his life. 
S t. P e t e r s b u r g , M arch 2d.—After the 
Czar hail received the congratulations of the 
enormous crowd at the palace, lie drove out 
in the open carriage, and was loudly and con­ 
tinuously cheered in the crowded streets 
through which he passed. 
House of Commons. 
L ondon, M arch 2d.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-day the Chancellor of the Exchequer

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


M aking C ahbphings. — A t the railroad 
shops in this city within the past two years 
the m anufacture of springs has been gradu­ 
ally growing in importance, under the m an­ 
agement of foreman (I. H. Smith, and some 
of the results of continued experiments and ■ pérñ 
study are exhibited in the shape, weight, 
elasticity and general durability of steel car- 
springs that are now being made there. Orig­ 
inally all the car and engine springs in use 
on the road were of the French make, manu­ 
factured at Pittsburg. 
The small spiral 
springs were iu alternate coils of rubber and 
steel, which soon 1 >st tiieir elasticity, became 
flattened ..r.J were ca.-t aside; but they are 
now worked over at the shops in such a way 
as to give them more elasticity and strength, 
and at the same time dispense with the rubber. 
The desire .f the managers has been to re­ 
duce the great expenditure required in the 
purchase of Kastern work by manufacturing 
everything themselves, and they have suc­ 
ceeded and also greatly improved the quality 
of the articles. The sleeping-care fitted up 
in the Kast have 16 springs, each weighing

A spring made from this 
old material was yesterday—for the purpose 
of testing its strength and elasticity—sub­ 
jected to a continued pressure of 10,000 
pounds, and when relieved returned to its 
full width. MK Smith has also made a light 
2-leaved springy that stood the pressure of 15,­ 
000 pounds. Thia he expects to change so as 
to make it suitable for wagons and lighter 
vehicles. AU of the 228 engines in use on 
the main line of the C. P. It. It. Company, 
and the’ other rolling-stock, were originally 
supplied with the French spring, but the 
springs manufactured in the company’s shops* 
are gradually being substituted for them.

If 
the Legislature of the State has passed a 
law, in conformity’ with the provisions of 
the Constitution, forbidding incorporations 
to employ Mongolians, the unemployed la­ 
borers do not by that act become a legal 
posse to enforce the law, nor have they the 
right to dictate to individual members of 
the community who they shall engage to 
work for them. If the Chinese quarters 
are declared a nuisance byr legal authority, 
it does not at all follow that these self­ 
appointed policemen are the ones to enforce 
the abatement of the nuisance.—-[Grass 
Valley’ Union. 
In California we lay down the law for 
our corporations, increase the expenses of 
the corporations, and then patronize their 
most dangerous rivals. Surely this is in­ 
justice of the most flagrant kind, and can 
but react against ouTselves, in closing up 
the Caucasian manufactories and handing 
us over more completely to the tender mer­ 
cies of their rivals.
